I beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1965,  which  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

Statistics 


The  population  of  the  district  continues  to  rise,  the  Registrar- 
General's  mid-year  estimate  of  29,510  sho?ri.ng  an  increase  of  540  compared 
with  the  mid-1964  figure  (28,970). 

The  Birth  Rate,  17*5  pef  thousand,  shows  a decrease  compared  with 
1964  and  is  also  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  V/ales  as  a whole 
(18«0),  which  has  also  decreased.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Death  Rate 
at  9*8  per  thousand,  although  higher  than  last  year,  is  again  lower  than 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (11*5)  • There  v/ere  five  infant  deaths, 
two  occurring  vathin  the  first  week  of  life,  one  being  due  to  prematurity 
and  the  other  to  pulmonary  distress  of  the  new'born.  The  causes  of  infant 
deaths,  often  having  a genetic  or  developmental  origin,  are  extremely 
difficiilt  to  prevent.  HoT;ever,  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  district 
for  1965  is  about  half  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Vital  statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  following  pages  of  this 
report. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  once  again  the  chief  causes  of  death  v/ere  he^xt 
and  circulatory  diseases,  followed  by  cancer  (lung  cancer  accounting  for 
17  deaths,  conpared  with  12  in  I964)  and  bronchitis. 

OverTveight  due  to  a too-lavish  diet  and  lack  of  sufficient  and  regular 
exercise,  paves  the  path  to  coronary  disease  in  the  future.  The  individual 
has  it  in  his  pov.'er  to  alter  his  mode  of  life.  Surely  a little  self- 
denial,  resulting  in  a slim,  athletic  figure  as  well  as  better  health,  is 
v;orth  aiming  at?  We  can  all  control  oiir  own  vital  statistics. 

Infectious  Disease 


The  incidence  of  infbetious  disease  during  the  year  was  mainly  confined 
to  the  biennial  epidemic  of  measles,  305  cases  being  notified.  In  addition, 
228  cases  of  chickenpox  were  reported  as  school  absentees. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 


Ir:munisation  schemes  against,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and 
poliomyelitis  continued  satisfactorily  and  account  for  the  low  prevalence 
or  absence  of  these  diseases.  Diphtheria  has  not  been  notifiid  for  22  years 
nor  poliomyelitis  for  11  years. 
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Hospital  Facilities 

Extensive  works  nov;  in  progress  at  Farnham  Hospital  vidll  eventually 
provide  much-needed  additional  beds  (particularly  for  maternity  and 
geriatric  patients),  together  rdth  a new  operating  theatre,  diagnostic 
X-ray  facilities  and  staff  accommodation.  The  first  new  wajrd  block  is 
due  for  completion  early  in  196?  and  vdll  go  some  way  towards  meeting  the 
increasing  demand  for  beds  until  the  nevv  district  hospital,  (scheduled  to 
be  commenced  in  1972)  is  available. 

Care  of  the  Elderly 

The  difficulties  of  caring  for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  have  been 
increasing  over  the  past  few  years  and  in  dealing  vdth  them,  close  co- 
operation is  required  between  general  practitioners,  hospitals  and  the 
County  health  services.  In  this  work,  the  Department  was  closely  involved. 
It  is  often  difficult  to  persuade  aged  persons,  w'ho  are  living  alone  and  have 
become  anti-social,  to  accept  the  services  available  to  them.  The  home  help 
service,  district  nursing  and  " meals- on- vdieels" , can  often  relieve  the 
deterioration  in  health  and  postpone  the  eventual  admission  to  hospital  or 
old  people’s  home. 

I cannot  praise  too  highly  the  excellent  help  given  by  the  W.V.S  and 
the  Red  Cross  in  caring  for  old  people  in  Famham. 

Problem  Families 


Problem  families,  v/here  the  accepted  social  and  moral  standards  are 
low,  present  difficulties  from  time  to  time.  Such  families  are  often 
living  in  overcrowded  conditions  and  rehousing  may  be  partly  the  answer. 

Much  valuable  work  is  done,  by  both  voluntary  and  statutory  organisations 
in  an  attempt  to  solve  the  problem. 

In  all  these  matters,  the  intuition  and  tact  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  together  vd.th  his  detailed  background  knowledge  of  the  district, 
are  invaluable, 

CervicaJ.  Cytology 

The  cervical  cytology  service  at  the  Farnham  Hospital  Croup  Laboratory 
continued,  due  to  the  dedicated  work  of  the  path  legist,  to  provide  facilities 
for  examination  of  cervical  smears  submitted  by  general  practitioners, 
consultant  gynaecologists  and  family  planning  clinics.  It  was  evident 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  hwever,  that  the  service  was  in  danger  of 
breaking  down,  due  to  the  increasing  demands  made  upon  it  and  this  serious 
position  was  again  reported  to  the  South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

Health  Centre 

The  new  Farnham  Health  Centre,  to  be  built  adjacent  to  the  existing 
County  Council  Brightwells  Clinic,  v;ill  shortly  be  commenced.  The  premises 
will  include  suit8,ble  surgery  accommodation  for  local  general  practitioners, 
as  ;vell  as  clinic  accommodation  for  the  various  personal  health  services  of 
the  County  Council. 

This  Health  Centre  will  be  the  first  of  its  type  to  be  built  in  Surrey. 
G-eneral 

The  excellent  work  of  the  public  health  inspectorate  continued,  under 
the  guidance  of  Mr,  Tremain,  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for  his  report  which 
is  included, 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  I 
have  received  from  all  members  of  the  staff  throu^out  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  advice  and  support  during  1965»

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Fa.rnhain  is  a pleasant  residential  tov;n  situated  within  38  miles  of 
London,  surrounded  by  the  Metropolitan  Green  Belt.  There  is  ample 
provision  for  recreation  and  organised  games  in  the  428  acres  of  open 
spaces,  parks  and  plea,sure  grounds.  Of  this,  Farnham  Park  is  an  extensive 
area  of  325  acres.  There  are  two  modern  open-air  swimming  po-^ls  near-  the 
town  centre.  Culture,!  activities  include  the  ¥illmer  House  Museum  and  The 
Castle  Repertory  Theatre. 

Light  industry  has  increased  in  recent  years.  The  Guildford  Road 
Trading  Estate,  provided  by  the  Council,  offers  employment  in  engineering, 
timber,  plastics,  coach-building,  building  materials,  food  distribution 
and  packaging,  and  other  specialised  trades.  There  are  many  opportimities 
for  eii5)lqyrjent  locally. 

An  excellent  service  by  British  Railways  provides  for  those  employed 
in  London.

As  the  majority  of  infant  deaths  occur  mthin  the  first  week  of  life 
and  the  causes  of  these  deaths  are  believed  to  be  the  same  as  those 
causing  stillbirths,  the  Registrar--&eneral  has  suggested  that  these  two 
are  combined  as  perinata.1  deaths,  giving  a new  statistical  measurement. 
The  perinatal  mortality  rate  for  19^5  V7as  16*7,  compared  with  28*0  for 
the  previous  year.

At  the  G-uildford  Public  Health  Laboratory,  about  10  miles  away, 
examinations  are  carried  out  on  milk  samples,  ice-cream  and  water,  as 
required. 

The  Public  ijiaAyst  appointed  by  the  Council  is  Hr.  D.  D.  Moir,  whose 
laboratories  arc  at  16,  Southwark  Street,  S.E.  1.  Samples  are  sent  for 
examination  under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955  and  relevant  Acts,  Regulations 
and  Orders.

HOME  NURSING  AND  HEALTH  VISITORS 

There  are  two  midwives  and  four  district  nurses  working  in  the  Urban 
District.  Eive  health  visitors  visit  homes,  schools,  and  child  welfare 
clinics. 

Clinics  and  other  services,  provided  by  the  County  Council  as  local 
health  authority,  are  set  out  at  the  end  of  this  section. 

HOME  HELP  SER\aCE 

The  home  help  service  is  administered  through  the  South-llest  Division 
of  the  Surrey  County  Council. 

The  division  has  at  the  present  time  90  home  helps,  augmented  by 
53  neighbourly  helps.  In  addition,  3 special  home  helps  are  available 
to  assist  with  unusually  difficult  cases  or  problem  families.  They  are 
specially  selected  and  trained,  but  the  type  of  person  needed  for  this 
service  is  difficult  to  obtain. 
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CHIROPODY  SER\T:CE 


There  is  a Chiropody  Service  for  expectant  mothers,  handicapped 
persons  and  old  people.  The  first  two  classes  are  dealt  v/ith  hy  direct 
arrangements  ?7ith  private  chiropodists,  the  third  through  voluntaiy 
organisations,  such  as  the  Red  Cross  and  W.V.S.

There  are  now  Day  Hospitals  for  old  people  at  St.  LiGce's  Hospital, 
Guildford  and  Ottershaw  Hospital.  These  function  from  Monday  to  Friday. 
Occupational  therapy  and  physiotherapy  are  available,  whilst  many  diversions 
are  arranged.  Not  the  least  of  the  benefits  is  the  increase  in  morale  and 
the  lifting  of  depression  so  common  in  the  elderly,  vTho  are  infirm  and  often 
living  alone. 


FARNHA^I  H0SPITi\L 

Development  work  at  Farnham  Hospital  is  nov7  v;ell  under  way  and  it  is 
hoped  that  new  stores,  changing  accommodation,  engineer's  workshops  and 
an  extension  to  the  Nurse  Training  School  will  be  completed  during  1966. 

The  first  new  v/ard  block  is  expected  to  be  finished  early  in  1967  and  will 
provide  64  beds  on  two  floors.  When  this  is  done,  work  will  begin  on 

converting  part  of  the  main  ward  block  to  provide  a new  operating  theatre 
suite  alongside  the  existing  one,  which  is  to  be  retained;  a new  diagnostic 
X-ray  d^artment  and  an  enlargement  and  adaptation  of  the  present  Maternity 
Department,  As  a result  of  the  work  in  this  part  of  the  hospital,  there 
will  be  a reduction  in  the  bed  complement  of  32  beds.  At  this  stage  in  thei 
development  programme,  therefore,  the  net  increase  wall  be  32  beds,  bringing 
the  hospital's  complement  up  to  203. 

Plans  are  now  proceeding  for  the  building  of  a second  wrard  block  to 
contain  64  beds  and,  in  addition,  new  kitchens  and  dining-rooms.  The 
residential  complex  to  house  Matron,  medical,  nursing  and  domestic  staff 
is  nov;  in  course  of  erection  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  in  this  area  will  be 
completed  by  towards  the  end  of  1967* 

The  need  for  more  hospital  beds  is  ijrgent  not  only  for  maternity  but  al 
for  geriatric  cases.  General  practitioners  are  unable  to  admit  chronic 
sick  elderly  persons  requiring  hospital  care  and  this  places  a considerable 
biirden,  not  only  on  the  doctor,  but  also  on  the  welfare  services  and 
voluntary  organisations.

The  resources  of  health  and  welfare  authorities,  and  of  voluntary 
organisations,  a.re,  hov/ever,  under  increasing  pressure  in  endeavouring  to 
help  the  mounting  number  of  elderly  persons  in  the  area,  many  of  v/hom 
live  alone.  With  advancing  years  and  consequent  deterioration  in 
physical  and  mental  faculties,  they  are  often  una,ble  to  look  after  them- 
selves adequately  and  relatively  trivial  illness  can  completely  incapaci- 
tate them. 
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The  W.V.S.  and  Red  Cross  give  adnirable  support  to  the  Home  Help 
Service  in  such  cases  by  providing  "Meals-on-Yifheels",  shopping,  reading 
material  and  transport  for  those  still  able  to  be  taken  to  the  Centre 
for  Old  People  at  ’’Brightwells".

Meals-  on-\7heels 

Hot  meaJs  are  delivered  to  old  people  and  to  house-bound  and  invalid 
persons,  at  a cost  of  l/6d. , four  days  a vceek,  (Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday, 
and  Friday),  More  than  one  meal  can  be  provided  at  a visit,  if  required, 
so  that  it  can  be  heated  up  and  used  the  following  day.  8,248  meals  were 
supplied  during  the  year. 

The  service  also  operates  a free  lending  library. 

Citizen's  Advice  Bureau 

This  is  open  at  the  W.V.S.  Centre  from  Monday  to  Friday  betrveen  10  a.m. 
and  12.30  p.m.  and  2.15  to  4.15  p.m.  (except  Vi'ednesday  afternoon). 

Skilled  advice  is  available  to  deal  with  the  many  and  varied  problems  of 
tho^  seeking  help  from  the  Bureau. 

International  Club 

All  nationalities  of  both  sexes  are  Tcelcomed  at  the  new  Cos  trey  Club 
at  the  centre,  every  Thursday  betvceen  2 and  9 p.m.  Present  membership 
is  approxmmately  100.  Games  are  organised,  refreshments  provided  and 
e3q)editions  arranged  in  the  summer  months. 

Baby  Sitting 

This  very  useful  service  is  organised  by  the  YW.S.,  to  whom 
application  for  enrolment,  either  as  a sitter  or  parent,  should  be  made. 

In  the  interest  of  both  panties,  references  are  taken  up  for  sitters  and 
parents.  The  charge  is  2/6d.  per  hour  and  3/“  after  11  p.m.  Reasonable 
notice  is  required  as  a considerable  number  of  sitters  are  not  on  the 
telephone. 

Night  Attendance  Scheme 

This  is  operated  by  the  W.V.S.  (Telephone;  Famham  4325)  and  provides 
reliable  attendants  (not  trained  nurses)  to  sit  up  at  night  with  patients 
whose  families  cannot  look  after  them  by  night  as  well  as  by  day.  There 
is  a charge  but  this  may  be  subsidised  in  necessitous  cases. 

Hospital  Canteen 

This  Canteen  in  the  Out-patients  Department  of  Famham  Hospital  was 
started  several  years  ago  by  the  VAV.S.  and  has  been  staffed  by  them  ever 
since.  It  provides  refreshments  for  patients,  staff  and  visitors  and  4.S 
much  appreciated.  It  is  open  from  10  a.m.  to  12  each  morning  and  from 
2 to  4 p.m.  every  afternoon  and  on  occasional  Saturdays. 

Y/elfare  Foods 

National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Vitamin  Tablets  and  Cod  Liver  Oil 
can  be  obtained  at  the  W.V.S.  office  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday 
mornings  from  10  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.  and  on  Friday  afternoons  from  2.15  to 
4.15  p.m.

Clothing  can  only  be  given  to  persons  presenting  an  authorisation 
from  a Medical  Social  Worker,  Doctor,  Probation  Officer,  Welfare  T/7orker, 
or  Health  Visitor,  etc.  , 

Visiting 

Old  people  are  visited  in  their  homes  by  a team  of  Y4V.S.  members. 

This  team  v/ill  do  sh  pping  or  help  in  any  way  possible,  such  as  solving 
family  pioblems  and  seeing  to  general  v;elfare. 

The  Cos trey  Club 

This  is  a luncheon  club  for  the  over-60' s.  It  is  held  in  the  new 
Cos trey  Club  Room  in  the  W.V.S.  Centre.  It  is  a wonderfully  bright  and 
sunny  room,  one- third  of  which  can  be  shut  off  by  folding  doors  to  form 
a separate  sitting-room,  if  required. 

A chiropody  room  opens  off  this,  where  members  can  have  both  feet 
treated  for  3/“. 

The  free  lending  library  is  at  one  end  of  the  dining-room.  It  is 
a very  different  pla,ce  from  the  old  Cos  trey  Club  and  the  old  people  love 
their  new  quarters.  Total  membership  of  the  Club  now  stands  at  228.

BRITISH  RED  CROSS  SOCIETY 


The  Divisional  Director,  Dr.  J.M.  Scriven,  resigned  at  the  end  of 
1965  but  has  been  kind  enough  to  supply  the  following  report  on  the 
year's  v/elfare  activities. 

The  Coodfellowship  Club  for  the  Disabled  has  continued  to  flourish  and 
now  has  35  members.  By  the  sale  of  handicraft  work  of  the  members, 
the  Club  is  self-supporting.  Afternoon  coach  drives  and  a day's 
outing  to  the  sea  were  much  enjoyed. 

The  Forget-me-not  Club  for  the  Elderly  meets  fortnightly  and  averages 
50  members.  It  is  self- sup  jj  or  ting  and  a varied  programme  of  social 
activities  is  arranged.  A chiropodist  attends  one  day  each  month  to 

16 


give  treatment  as  required.  For  those  unable  to  use  public  transport, 
private  transport  is  organised. 

Visiting  of  the  sick  and  old  people  has  continued,  in  close  co-operatiop 
with  the  medical  social  workers  at  local  hospitals. 

Escort  and  Transport  Duties  were  organised  and  during  the  year  over  180 
journeys  were  undertaken  and  4 escorts  provided.  Some  30  drivers  are 
on  the  panel  for  transport  duty. 

The  Mobile  Library  continues  to  supply  books  to  house-bound  and  elderly 
people  Tihilst  the  Farnham  Hospital  Library  was  again  in  keen  demand,  some 
2,200  odd  books  being  issued  during  the  year.  Bookbinding  classes 
continued  weekly  and  127  books  were  repaired  and  bound. 

The  medical  loan  department  was  again  active  during  1965  and  the  demand 
for  equipment  v/as  higher  than  ever;  over  230  loans  were  made,  chiefly 
wheelchairs  and  commodes,  which  were  often  required  for  the  maximum 
period  of  six  months. 

The  Trolley  shop  and  basket  have  continued  to  meet  the  needs  of  patients 
at  Farnham  and  G-re^n  Lane  Hospitals  and  profits  from  the  proceeds  have 
enabled  financial  assistance  to  be  given  tov^ard  the  provision  of  amenities 
at  G-reen  Lane  Hospital.

Apart  from  the  biennial  measles  epidemic,  during  v/hich  305  cases  were 
notified,  compared  writh  29  in  1964,  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
generally  was  low',  only  8 other  cases  of  various  diseases  being  notified. 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning,  the  causative  organism  in  both  being  isolated 
as  Salmonella  typhimurium,  were  notified  but  family  contacts  proved  negative 
and  the  source  in  ea,ch  instance  could  not  be  traced. 

Non-Notif iable  Diseases 

Two-thirds  of  the  total  reported  absentees  from  school  suspected  to 
be  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  were  due  to  non-notifiable  diseases, 
with  chickenpox  accounting  for  228  of  the  total  of  420.  The  incidence 
of  mumps  (30  cases)  show^ed  a big  reduction  from  the  previous  year.  All 
cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  no  complications  were  reported. 

Llio oping  Cough 

No  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurred  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Haemolytic  Streptococcal  Infection 

Tw'o  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified.  A typical  rash  is  rarely 
seen  nowadays.  However,  haemolytic  streptococcal  throat  infections 
without  a rash  occurred  frequently  among  new  entrants  to  school.

Immunisation  and  vaccination  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  poliomyelitjj 
whooping  cough  and  siiallpox,  under  schemes  arranged  by  the  County  Council, 
are  carried  out  at  clinics  within  the  district,  supplemented  by  private 
doctors  at  their  surgeries,  T/here  parents  so  desire.

Many  older  children  received  their  primary  immunisation  in  the  days 
before  Triple  Antigen  was  used  and  so  were  not  immunised  against  Tetanus. 
If  their  parents  wish  it  the  primary  course  for  Tetanus  is  combined  with 
the  boosting  dose  for  Diphtheria  at  5 10  years  of  age. 

This  has  greatly  increased  the  v/ork  of  organising  and  executing  the 
annual  programme,  as  it  entails  much  c ecking  of  records  and  three  visits 
to  each  school  instead  of  one.  Children  who  are  absent  when  the  visit 
is  made  have  to  be  followed  up  and  directed  to  one  of  the  local  (County) 
Welfare  Clinics.

HOUSING 

(a)  General 

A number  of  complaints  referred  to  above,  were  in  respect  of 
housing  defects  and  these,  in  the  main,  wsre  dealt  with  by  means  of 
informal  action.  A number  of  owners  had  some  difficxilty  in  obtaining 
builders  to  carry  out  repair  work  to  the  older  type  of  houses  and  often 
much  time  was  taken  up  with  discussion  with  ovvners  and  builders. 

It  is  importajnt  that  the  older  properties  do  not  fall  into  a state 
of  disrepair  as  there  is  a shortage  of  houses  to  let  at  a reasonable 
rental,  in  fact,  in  most  cases  where  properties  of  this  nature  become 
vacant,  they  are  sold  and  reconditioned  by  an  owner- occupier. 

(b)  Improvement  Grants 

30  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  dealt  wdth  during  1965« 
Seven  of  these  were  for  discretioriary  grants  and  the  other  twenty-three 
were  in  respect  of  standard  grants,  seven  of  w/hich  w/ere  dealt  with  under 
the  new  procedure  for  an  increased  standard  grant.  The  majority  of 
grants  were  made  to  owner- occupiers. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  owners  to  make  full  use  of  this 
scheme,  wrhich  is  of  considerable  help  in  providing  essential  facilities  to 
houses  which  are  not  equipped  with  an  internal  17. C.,  bathroom  or  a 
domestic  hot-water  supply. 

(c)  Rent  Act,  1937 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during 
1965  but  one  application  from  a landlord  for  cancellation  of  an  outstand- 
ing Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  approved. 

(d)  Slum  Clearance 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  were  still  a number  of  families  to 
be  rehoused  from  houses  dealt  v/ith  during  the  previous  year,  and  the 
shortage  of  Council  houses  available  for  rehousing,  no  action  w’as 
commenced  in  respect  of  any  further  properties  during  the  year. 

(e)  Houses  in  Multiple  occupation 

At  present  this  is  not  a serious  problem  in  Farnham.  Two  informal 
notices  were  served  during  the  year,  one  to  improve  the  facilities 
provided  was  complied  v/ith,  and  at  the  other  property  work  had  commenced 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  to  provide  extra  sanitary  and  washing  facilities 
and  to  improve  the  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  One  outstanding 
informal  notice,  served  in  1964,  was  complied  vdth  during  1965* 

(f)  Overcrowding 

One  case  of  statutory  over c rov/ding  was  dealt  v/ith  during  the  year. 

A notice  to  abate  the  overcrowding  was  served  and  was  complied  with  early 

in  1966. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  iJT)  RiJLVLY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


This  Act  has  caused  considerable  v;ork  but  due  to  the  fact  that 
an  extra  inspector  was  appointed  last  year,  it  has  been  possible  to 
make  good  progress  in  carrying  cut  detailed  inspections  of  the  premises 
registered  under  the  Act. 

No  great  difficulties  have  been  aq^erienced  in  administering  the 
Act  and  the  Regulations  made  thereunder.  In  the  main,  the  provisions 
relate  to  environmental  hygiene  and  your  inspectors  are  experienced 
in  this  T/ork,  but  extra  responsibilities  have  had  to  be  undertaken  in 
dealing  with  accident  prevention,  especially  the  guarding  of  machinery, 
v/hich  has,  in  the  main,  been  in  connection  with  food  slicing  machines. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  sufficient  and  suitable 
lightin;.  have  caused  much  discussion.  The  difficulty  that  has  arisen 
is  on  the  question  of  an  acceptable  standard. 

Yi/hen  comments  are  made  to  occupiers  of  premises  on  the  inadequacy 
of  their  lighting  arrangements,  they  are  often  prepared  to  install  a 
new  lighting  scheme  and  then  invariably  enquire  as  to  the  standard 
required.  In  viev/  of  the  Minister’s  statement  in  LA  Circular  9,  that 
the  making  of  lighting  regulations  is  under  consideration  at  the  moment, 
it  is  somev/hat  difficult  to  recommend  definite  standards.  It  is 
appreciated  that  there  are  difficulties  in  prescribing  standards  for 
lighting  in  the  different  classes  of  premises  involved,  end,  in  particular 
to  separate  parts  of  the  same  premises,  but  it  is  considered  that  lighting 
standards  should  be  made  at  an  early  (fete  for  specific  premises  such  as 
Offices.

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SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

The  Tvelfare  provisions  of  this  Act  have  been  repealed  by  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  mentioned  in  the  previous 
paragraph. 

In  visits  to  shops  in  connection  mth  other  duties,  it  was  necessary 
in  some  cases,  to  diaw  the  attention  of  shopkeepers  to  minor  contraventions 
of  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

A few  complaints  regarding  contravention  of  the  Sunday  Trading 
provisions  were  received  and  these  were  all  dealt  with  informally.  It 
would  appear  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  dealing  vd-th  the  early  closing 
day  and  Sunday  trading  must  soon  be  reviev/ed.  From  an  officer's  point 
of  view,  the  Sunday  trading  provisions  are  most  difficult  to  administer 
and  clarification  would  be  most  welcome. 

In  November,  an  order  v/as  made  under  Section  l(4)  of  this  Act, 
exempting  the  class  of  shop  engaged  in  the  sale  of  gas  and  gas  appliances 
from  the  whole  of  the  provis  ions  of  this  Section  of  the  Act,  thus 
enabling  this  class  of  shop  to  open  six  days  a week,  with  no  half-day 
closing. 

This  is  the  first  exemption  order  under  this  Act  that  has  been  made 
in  Farnham, 
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SHOPS  (E/JILY  CLOSm  DAY)  iXT,  1965 


This  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year;  its  main  object  being 
to  enable  shopkeepers  to  choose  their  ovm  early  closing  day.  It  also 
clarified  the  position  regarding  the  changing  of  tiie  early  closing  day. 


PUBLIC  COHVMIENCES 


There  are  five  blocks  of  Public  Conveniences  in  the  area,  the 

largest  block,  v/ith  wash  and  brush-up  facilities,  being  situated  in  the 
Central  Car  Park  and  therefore  receiving  much  greater  use  than  any  of 
the  others. 


The  nev/  conveniences  in  South  Street  v^ere  completed  and  brought  intc 
use  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  old  conveniences  being  closed.

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Particular  attention  was  given  to  the  refuse  tip,  the  sewage 
v;orks  and  the  sewage  pumping  stations. 


Nineteen  annual  and  twenty-eight  immedia.te  contracts  were  under- 
ta.ken  in  respect  of  business  premises,  hospitals,  schools,  farms  etc. 


During  the  year,  requests  were  received  for  the  destruction  of 
fifty-seven  nests,  of  which  fifty  on  private  property  T;ere  destroyed 
at  the  Council's  standing  charge  of  15/-  per  nest.  The  other  seven 
v/ere  on  local  authority  property. 


ATIvIOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Daily  measurements  continue  to  be  made  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
in  the  atmosphere  and  the  result  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology, 
in  connection  with  their  national  survey  into  at’^ospheric  pollution. 


The  readings  taken  in  the  centre  of  Pamham  have  been  comparatively 
light,  although  during  foggy  or  misty  weather  v.ith  very  light  easterly 
W'inds,  readings  tend  to  shov/  an  increase  in  pollution;  this  is  to  be 
expected  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  which  lies  in  a valley. 

A niomber  of  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  concerning 
nuisance  conditions  caused  by  the  burning  of  refuse  in  the  open  air. 
These  were  all  (fealt  v/ith  on  an  informal  basis. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960 

It  was  necessary  to  take  proceedings  against  the  driver  of  an 
ice-cream  van  for  sounding  the  chimes  on  the  van  after  7*0  P»i3i.  of  an 
evening.  After  repeated  warnings,  he  still  persisted  in  the  practice 
and  was  subsequently  fined  £5  Os.  Od. , wdth  £5  5s.  Od.  costs, 

W.TER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company.  The  water 
undertakers  themselves  submit  samples  for  chemical  examination  quarterly 
and  for  bacteriological  examination  weekly.  The  results  of  these 
5a,Eples  continued  to  be  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

There  are  knoTrnto  be  nine  dwelling-houses  in  the  district  not  served 
T/ith  a piped  v/ater  supply. 

Following  complaints,  two  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  from 
dwelling-houses,  but  in  each  case  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the 
water  v/as  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  low,  being  less  than 
0*1  parts  per  million. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  j>ND  DISPOSiiL 


This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

A weekly  collection  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district  and  controlled 
tipping  has  continued  at  the  sandpit  in  T.eydon  Lane. 

DRAINAGE  IM)  SKERi'i&E

(b)  Runfold,  Hale,  Ba.dshot  Lea  dnd  Weybourne  areas 

The  Consultants'  report  on  this  scheme  has  been  received.  The 
proposals  envisage  the  construction  of  new  sev/ers  in  Runfold  with  an 
outfall  discharging  to  a nev;  puD5)ing  station  at  Badshot  Lea, 
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The  cost  of  this  scheme  is  estimated  to  he  approximately 
£80,000.  The  proposals  give  opportunity  for  the  provision  of  drainage 
fa.cilities  for  the  Seale  and  Sands  areas  of  the  Guildford  R.D.C. 
Discussions  c.re  to  he  held  u'ith  this  authority  vjith  regard  to  financial 
arrangements. 

(c)  Sev/age  Disposal 

iilthough  further  development  within  the  Urban  District  has  increased 
the  overloa.ding  of  the  TiTorks,  the  effluent  still  cord’orms  v;ith  Royal 
Commission  standards  and  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Thames  Conservancy. 

The  Council's  Consulta.nts  have  submitted  two  reports  about  the 
reconstri-c  tion  and  extension  of  tlie  Sewage  Works  and  their  recommendations 
are  nov/  under  consideration, 

(d)  Surface  v;ater  drainage 

A nutiber  of  new  schemes  have  been  completed  since  the  last  report. 
Others  are  in  course  of  construction  and  soon  to  be  put  in  hand.  The 
follovy-ing  are  brief  det-ails  of  the  major  schemes;

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INSPECTION  ;JTD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  IM)  FOOD  PEKilSES 


Nine  hundred  and  thirty-three  visits  were  made  to  premises  where 
food  is  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  It  is  during  these  visits  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  that  informed,  talks  to  both  st<aff  and  manage- 
ment do  much  to  promote  good  food  hygiene  practice.  Often  an 
experienced  inspector,  asking  for  improvements  to  premises  or  in  handling 
techniques,  can  convey  to  the  food  handlers  his  reasons  for  making  such 
a request  and,  in  so  doing,  gain  the  confidence  of  both  staff  and  manage- 
ment, which  is  essential  if  progress  is  to  be  made. 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  premises  v/here  food  products  are 
manuf ac  tured. 

During  visits  to  food  premises  it  has,  on  occasion,  been  found 
necessary  to  remind  occupiers  and  staff  of  their  responsibilities  under 
the  provisions  of  the  various  ilcts  and  Regulations  relating  to  the 
handling,  stcra.ge  and  ma,nufacture  of  food  products.  There  are  still 
cases  where  it  is  found  necessairy  to  request  that  open  foods  be  properly 
screened  or  covered. 

Early  in  the  year,  occupiers  of  food  premises  were  circulated  with  a 
copy  of  a Code  of  Practice  and  rt commendations  for  persons  engaged  in  the 
retailing  of  frozen  foods,  and  also  recommendations  on  the  storage  and 
handling  of  meat  pies.

ICE-CRE/dvl 


No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  area,  all  the  shops  being 
supplied  by  one  or  other  of  the  larger  manufacturers. 

TV/enty-tv/o  samples  w^ere  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the 
methylene  blue  test  at  the  Public  Health  Laberatory.  Seventeen  pa,ssed 
the  test  but  the  results  of  the  other  five  could  not  be  regarded  as 
entirely  satisfactory.  These  samples  were  taken  from  bulk  containers 
and  after  advice  on  the  sterilisation  of  servers,  follor/-up  samples 
satisfied  the  requirements  of  the  test. 

A number  of  vehicles  operate  in  the  district,  selling  ice-cream 
and  these  are  subjected  to  inspection. 

During  the  year,  four  additional  premises  were  registered  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

MILK  SUPPLY 


The  Milk  (Special  Desgination)  (/jaendment)  Regulations,  19^5,  which 
came  into  operation  during  the  year,  prescribed  a nev/  special  designation 
("Ultra  Heat  Treated")  in  relation  to  milk  which  has  been  treated  by  the 
ultra  high  temperature  method.  This  is  niilk  raised  to  a temperature  of 
not  less  than  270°F,  and  retained  at  that  temperature  for  not  less  than 
1 second. 

The  special  designations  under  which  milk  is  now  sold  comprise 
"Pasteurised",  "Sterilised",  "Ultra  Heat  Treated"  and  "Untreated", 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  in  existence  thirty-eight  Dealer's 
(Pre-packed)  licences  and  1 dealer's  (Pasteuriser's)  licence.  All 
these  licences  expired  on  31st  Deoanber,  I965.  During  the  yesr  under 
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review,  five  new  dealer’ s (pre-packed  milk)  licences  v;ere  issued. 

The  only  untreated  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  a small  quantity  of  farm- 
bottled  milk,  A few  retail  shops  sell  sterilised  milk  but,  in  the 
main,  pasteurised  milk  is  the  grade  generally  sold. 

Samples  are  taken  v/eekly  from  the  one  H. T.S.T.  pasteurising 
plant  in  the  district  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  all  samples 
taJken  directly  from  this  pla.nt  vrere  entirely  satisfactory.  The 
total  number  of  sariples  obtained  thoughout  the  area  during  the  year  was 
ors hundred  and  twenty- two.  These  \7ere  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Labora.tory  at  St,  Luke’s  Hospital,  G-uildford,  A summary  of  the  results 
is  shoTm  in  the  follo?7ing  table;

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  was  eighty-seven,  of  v;hich 
thirty- seven  were  milk  samples. 


Tv7enty-two  of  the  milk  samples  submitted  for  analysis  v;ere  ordinary 
milk,  halving  an  average  composition  of  3*68^  fat  and  8*76^  solids  not 
fat.  These  a-verages  were  very  similax  to  the  results  obtained  in  1964? 
The  remaining  fifteen  samples  were  Channel  Island  grade,  having  an 
average  composition  of  4*41%  fat  and  9*05^  solids  not  fat. 

The  Public  iuia-lyst  reported  that  1 informal  sample  was  not 
genuine.  Thie  f irm  r etailing  the  product  v/ithdrew  it  from  sale  and 
destroyed  their  stocks,  following  representations  by  the  Department.
